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THE CRUSADER’S EMBLEM AND ITS HISTORY 


The use of the red cross with the double arms, stretches back into 
Christian usage of the Middle Ages, when it was the emblem of the 
Second Crusade. It was employed by the celebrated leader, Godefroy 
de Bouillion, who placed it triumphantly on his standard at the 
capture of Jerusalem from the Infidel in 1099, and had it incorporated 
later in the arms of the House of Lorraine. 


The use of this cross as an international emblem in the crusade 
against Tuberculosis dates from 1902, when it was recognised at the 
International Conference at Berlin. 


Just as the great crusading movements of the Middle Ages unified 
Europe in the presence of a common enemy, this cross expresses the 
spirit of all countries of determined warfare upon Tuberculosis, 
the greatest plague that has ever devastated humanity. 


Versions in the detailed form of the cross having crept 
in during the last thirty years, it has been 
decided to standardise its shape and 
the representation on the cover 
of this report is that now to 
be adopted, it is be- 
lieved, through- 
out the 
world.

Object, Methods and Membership of the

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COUNCIL’S REPORT 


To the 31st Annual General Meeting of Members to be held on 
July 4, 1930, at 5 p.m., at the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 


The happy result of the Special Appeal for £100,000 which was 
recorded in last year’s Report, has enabled the Association to 
proceed generously on the several lines of advance proposed. 
The past year has been one of successful activity in all these 
‘directions. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The Association is often told when trying to arrange its meetings 
that there 1s no consumption here. When we recall that some 40,000 
persons still die of pulmonary tuberculosis each year and many 
more are sick and disabled, it is amazing to find persons who still 
maintain that the problem does not exist. There is no other dis- 
ease which is more frequently hidden than tuberculosis. To 
break down this atmosphere of ignorance and concealment is one 
of the chief objects of the Association’s propaganda work. It is 
sometimes said that nobody would care to listen to a lecture on so 
unattractive a subject. The best reply to such a statement is to 
point to the long list of hundreds of successful, largely attended 
meetings which the Association has arranged. The keynote 
throughout is hopefulness based on knowledge. 


The prevention of tuberculosis covers the widest possible field. 
Indeed, it may be claimed that no influence for the betterment of 
human life is foreign to the work of the Association. 


Most persons, even if little concerned with the purely medical 
side of tuberculosis, warm to an interest when its relation to the 
care of little children is demonstrated. Wholesome education, 
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the need for healthy environment in every part of life and the 
campaign for clean milk are integral parts of the great movement 
to which tuberculosis provides a Key. 


The Association believes that a younger generation is growing 
up which, while hardly knowing the horrors of tuberculosis, is 
supremely interested in the big movement for the improvement 
of our standards of living, which is so characteristic a feature of 
the present time. 


Organisation of Propaganda 

In promoting its educational work, the Association has con- 
stantly held in view not merely the organising of so many meet- 
ings and demonstrations regarding tuberculosis, but the creation 
of a demand for popular instruction on health matters. That this 
demand is being felt may be inferred from the amount of propa- 
ganda work which is now being carried on by the Public Health 
Services and certain voluntary organisations which have sprung 
into being during the last few years. To all of these, the relations 
of the National Association have been uniformly of a friendly 
character. Nowhere does it seek to compete, but rather to co- 
operate and assist. At the same time, the Association’s work has 
been on a scale not hitherto attempted. Indeed, it represents 
possibly the largest effort to mould public opinion ever made by 
a voluntary organisation in this country. 


Posters 

In modern industry, advertising plays a striking part. Pictorial 
art makes a vivid appeal to the attention. Accordingly, the 
Association has embodied some of the more fundamental health 
lessons in a series of artistically coloured posters. These have 
been drawn by prominent artists—Mr. Treyer Evans and Mr. 
P. B. Hickling—and are available for Health Authorities and 
others. An effort is being made to convince commercial firms of 
the value of such wall health lessons, and under our Poster 
Service a different poster will be sent free of cost each month 
during the year for a subscription of fifteen shillings. This

Cinemotor Van 


A new acquisition to the Association’s equipment is the Cine- 
motor Van. This has been an outstanding success wherever it 
has been in use, especially during Health Weeks. In evidence of 
this, a letter from the Medical Officer of Health for Finsbury may 
be quoted:— 


“The Public Health Committee of the Council tender their very sincere 
thanks for the most efficient help and exceptional facilities you gave in 
the way of arranging lectures and supplying films during the week. The 
Borough Council were most gratefully impressed by the action of the 
Association in lending their cinemotor for the whole of our Health Week. 
The immense street audiences which gathered showed how very popular 
a form of education the cinemotor van is. Our Council regard this as one 
of the most impressive and useful items in our Health Week.” 


Educational Work in England 


Great efforts have been made to arouse general interest and to 
win co-operation, not merely with the object of getting up a large 
meeting—but to push home the substance of the lectures and 
intimate talks, and, above all, to circulate the leaflets and handbills 
of the Association as continuous propaganda throughout the 
country. 


The aim of the Association has always been to impart to the 
public only useful knowledge in connection with the prevention 
and treatment of tuberculosis, to tell it simply, and as far as 
possible, in non-technical language. The extent of the problem 
—when stated briefly and easily—has had strong interest for 
our audience, particularly the part of the statement relative to 
the reduction of mortality. Some critics have exclaimed, ““Why 
tell the people? Why scare them?” ‘The answer we are able to 
make with some confidence is that we do not appear to scare our 
audiences. On the contrary, they are deeply interested. This 
is evident at question time—not perhaps so often with the 
questions of the public meeting, but rather with the more inti- 
mate encounters a deux while the audience is dispersing. Then 
come the mothers inquiring eagerly. They ask questions— 
shrewd questions that tumble out rapidly—about the children 
of school age or of earlier years. More often, with tuberculosis in 
mind, they ask questions about the adolescent periods of life. 


Once convince an audience that timely discovery plays a great 
part in the question of recovery then the early symptoms of 
tubercle become of lively interest, especially when embodied 
in a domestic story of real life. To get such propaganda ‘“‘across”’ 
is of the utmost importance to the whole anti-tuberculosis 
campaign. 


The public are undoubtedly apathetic with regard to the pure 
milk question. The Medical Commissioners, in accordance with 
the instructions of the Council, have endeavoured to stimulate 
interest in the movement for a pure, tubercle free milk supply. 
The graded milk movement has been carefully explained at the 
meetings and whenever opportunity arose. 


The Council are indebted to many organised bodies and to 
many individuals for invaluable co-operation. Chairmen of 
County and other Councils have supported the meetings of the 
Association from the platform and from the Chair. Education 
Authorities have sanctioned school meetings and through their 
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Officers have made arrangements for them. At the school meet- 
ings, cinema films and lantern slides have been the special feature. 
Short talks—largely a lively cross-examination—have been 
interspersed and have proved to be a method of peculiar appeal 
to such an audience. 


There is evidence throughout the country that an increasing 
interest is being taken in the teaching of hygiene in the schools. 
The Council believe that health lessons should be regarded as an 
ordinary everyday part of the school curriculum to be dealt with 
by the various members of the staff of the school teachers (in- 
cluding special teachers of cookery), doctors, and dentists. 
Health propaganda in the best sense, is very active amongst 
children to-day and all sorts of societies are taking part in it. It 
is to be hoped that care is exercised to avoid teaching of conflic- 
ting theories. Heads of schools have been of very great assistance 
in making the meetings of the Association known, through 
messages carried by the children to their parents. In many cases, 
school rooms have been kindly lent for general meetings in the 
evenings. To the clergy who have made the meetings more 
widely known from their pulpits and through their parish organi- 
sation, the Council are also much indebted. 


Lastly, the fine spirit of co-operation which has been in evidence 
among the Medical Officers of Health and Tuberculosis Officers, 
has been an extraordinarily encouraging feature of the work. 


Campaign in Scotland 
Begun in August, 1927, and carried on systematically until the 
Spring of 1930, the Scottish part of the caravan tour has covered 
some thirty out of thirty-three counties. While the problem of 
tuberculosis is as severe in Scotland as in England, the fact that 
the population is smaller makes the organising of meetings an 
easier task. 


From the very first it was realised that especial attention must 
be given to the Insular and Highland districts where the disease 
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is very common and assumes more of its old character of a uni- 
versal plague. The Outer Hebrides, including the islands of 
Lewis, Harris, Uist and Barra, were visited with the caravan and 
the Medical Commissioner lectured to large audiences. In many 
places the attendance was too great for the accommodation of the 
halls and school rooms that were used and second meetings had 
to be arranged. Here, as elsewhere, gatherings of school children 
were held and in many places the Association’s films were the 
first that these young people had ever witnessed in their lives. 
It would not be easy to exaggerate the importance of this 
circumstance. 


Skye, Islay and Mull, were also covered and the counties of 
Inverness and Ross-shire,with great thoroughness. Great care was 
taken in these localities to gain the interest of the clergymen of all 
faiths and the Association is indebted to them, as also to the school 
teachers who have helped to make the lectures widely known. 


The moving of the cinematograph and equipment across fords 
in small boats and along precipitous roads was a work of some 
difficulty and the Council feel that this part of the work will strike 
the imagination as showing the efforts which are being made to 
carry the educational work to where it is most needed. Certainly 
the caravan tours sketched here represent the first attempt to 
carry a scientific knowledge of the disease into these beautiful 
localities. 


Work among School Children 


Highly interesting and very successful have been the Associa- 
tion’s activities among school children. By arrangement with the 
Education Authorities, large numbers of scholars have attended 
demonstrations of the cinematograph films illustrating brief talks 
by the Medical Commissioner. Some persons have objected that 
it is inadvisable to teach children about the terrors of the disease. 
The Commissioners have not tried to do any such thing, believing 
that the very last way in which to teach a child anything is to 
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associate the subject with the idea of fear. The Association 
insists that these school demonstrations shall not be regarded as 
mere entertainments. The scholars attend with their teachers and 
discipline is maintained as in school. That the lectures have been 
welcomed by both the scholars and their instructors 1s proved 
by some of the expressions culled from essays which have been 
written by some of the children who listened to them. 


It is clear that the meeting was a great event in their lives, or 
as one little girl in the Hebrides quaintly phrased it:— 


‘“We sat down and I was just dog tired after my long walk for I some- 
times ran as fast as a hound to be intime.... 


In dealing with children, the subject has to be reduced to its 
simplest terms, and it is remarkable how tenacious they are of 
every detail of the instruction. One little essayist remarks:— 


“Tuberculosis nearly always begins in a mild form with a cough or in 
other slight ways. That cough goes on and nobody thinks much of it 
until it gets worse. Then the people of the house begin to grow suspicious, 
though they indignantly deny so to any neighbour who ventures to say 
it is tuberculosis. The patient is confined in a small room, no pure air 
getting in instead of being in the open air... .” 


What more graphic statement could one desire of a very common 
consequence of the discovery of the disease in a family? 


Some are impressed with the wonders of sanatorium treatment. 
Says one little girl in the Islands:— 


“The doctor told us how some people thought of sanatorium life as 
something very terrible. But now we learn that when we are told by a 
doctor to go and rest in a sanatorium for a certain time we should obey, 
for I see for myself the good it makes . . 


Mention of the double red cross and an explanation of its history 


seemed to strike the imagination. One boy wrote:— 


“The badge of the National Association is a red cross as used by the 
Crusaders in the Second Crusade and is a symbol of another campaign 
more important than its predecessor ... .” 


There runs through these compositions a note of optimism 
which is a pleasant contrast to the inexpressible gloom that 
always surrounds the idea of the disease in the minds of their 
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parents. One child draws comfort from a statistical chart:— 
“Not nearly so many people have died of consumption in the twentieth 
century as in the nineteenth, so there must be a cure. I am sure that in 
the future there will be very few cases of tuberculosis.” 

The minds of children are as ours, and who shall say that to 
leave a courageous, hopeful impression such as this is not the 
most valuable part of the whole propaganda. That they have not 
been afraid of the subject is evidenced by this closing paragraph 
of one essay:— 

“‘With this the lecture came to an end, and I was very reluctant to leave 
such a lecture and I wished it was beginning rather than ending.” 

The Council would commend to its supporters a final sentence 
in the work of a girl from Inverness-shire which, in its naive 
simplicity seems to epitomise the whole of the Association’s 
teaching:— 


“It is the duty of each to see to these things as much as it is the duty of 
each to give his allegiance to the King, obey the laws and glorify God.” 


Nurse Commissioners 

Mention was made in last year’s report of the appointment of 
two Nurse Commissioners to carry on the work and teaching of 
the lecture tours in the counties of Inverness and Ross-shire. 
In this, the Scottish branch of the British Red Cross Society, the 
Royal Victoria Hospital Tuberculosis Trust for Scotland and the 
Queen’s Institute of District Nursing, Scottish branch, joined. 
Miss White and Miss Angus have for the last eighteen months 
toured their respective counties and there is evidence that their 
work is appreciated by the public and by the Authorities res- 
ponsible for nursing work. Here, as elsewhere, the National 
Association has tried to emphasise that co-operation among 
voluntary and official agencies is the policy which will advance 
furthest the ideals of health teaching. 


That this has been one of the results of the Nurse Commis- 
sioners’ work, is shown by the formation in Inverness-shire of a 
county Federation of Nursing Associations. The Nurse Com- 
missioners have earned high econiums for their tactful ministra- 
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Lecture Tours—A Contrast in Transport 
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tions. They have arranged talks to mothers and to school- 
children, they have distributed the Association’s literature, and 
tried to reinforce by personal heart to heart conversations, the 
ideals for which the Association strives. 


Staff 


Dr. William Brand has resigned his post as Senior Medical 
Commissioner and returned to his work as Tuberculosis Officer 
to the Camberwell Borough Council in April last. The Asso- 
ciation wishes to place on record its high appreciation of Dr. 
Brand’s labours and the many striking qualities he has shown in 
visualising the needs of propaganda work and his great success 
in organising meetings and exhibitions. 


They would like, also, to express to the Camberwell Council 
their thanks for permitting Dr. Brand’s leave of absence to be 
extended for three years. 


Dr. Brand becomes a member of the Propaganda Committee. 


The intensive part of the educational work being now overtaken 
and a large amount of the funds allotted for that purpose having 
been spent, the work of Dr. Peill and Dr. Holroyd, Assistant 
Medical Commissioners, has been closed. The Association is 
much indebted to these gentlemen for their painstaking work, 
to which so much of the success of the tours has been due. 


Dr. Harley Williams has been appointed sole Medical Com- 
missioner and is in charge of the Association’s educational work. 


GRANTS 


An important development in the activities of the Association 
has been the consideration of the special claims of individual 
cases of tuberculosis. Every application is carefully sifted, and 
where real difficulties arise which cannot be undertaken by the 
Local Authority concerned, or any other organisation, the 
Association has contributed grants. 
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The following are a few examples:— 


1. D. Age 19. A tailoress, whose father had died of tuberculosis. A younger 
sister and brother at school, the three living with their mother on a very 
small pension and D’s earnings. D. developed tuberculosis and was 
ordered to a sanatorium. To make this possible, the Association co-operated 
with the Charity Organisation Society in supplementing the income at 
home whilst the patient was away. 


2. P. Age 29. An ex-patient, previously helped by the Association, supported 
himself and widowed mother (also tuberculous) by work as Patrol on an 
L.C.C. Housing Estate. He broke down again, following an attack of 
pleurisy and was sent to hospital, later being transferred to a sanatorium. 
It was arranged for the mother to be sent to the same sanatorium. In the 
meantime their house has been given up, and the Association has under- 
taken to pay for the removal and storage of the furniture until their dis- 
charge, when a smaller house will be allotted to them. 


3. F. Age 58. A chronic case for whom further treatment could not be 
obtained through the health authority. Broke down during the winter. 
A grant has been made for three months’ convalescence at the seaside. 
Excellent reports have been received of his progress, and it is hoped that 
on his return he will again be able to carry on with his job as railway night 
watchman, which will be open for him. 


4. G. and W. Aged 17 and 154. Father died of tuberculosis; mother in mental 
hospital. Two younger sisters supported by grandmother and great- 
grandmother (both blind). Both the elder girls developed tuberculosis and 
were sent by the health authority to a sanatorium. They had work to return 
to on discharge, but were particularly anxious to keep together their home 
of three rooms, hoping that their mother would be able to rejoin them later. 
A grant was made towards payment of rent in their absence, and for some 
much needed winter clothing. 


5. M. Age 32. A clerk, who had suffered from tuberculosis for three years 
and would never be fit to resume work in London. He had been living for 
some time on what he had been saving up to get married. Eventually, after 
being under treatment at Papworth for a year, he reconciled himself to 
break off the engagement and, if possible, to become a settler at the Colony. 
A grant was made through the local tuberculosis care committee towards 
his maintenance at the Colony until he became self-supporting. 


6. P. Age 62. Wife of an ex-farmer who made a small living out of a tea- 
garden. Had had tuberculosis of the spine for six years and it became 
necessary to have special treatment in a nursing home (there was no suitable 
public institution anywhere in the district). Her husband was quite unable 
to pay the whole cost, to which the Association contributed in co-operation 
with other funds. The patient responded so well to treatment that she was 
able to go home at the end of six months, instead of the year originally 
prescribed. 


7. H. and H. Two boys, aged 14, suffering from tuberculous spine and hip 
respectively. Grants have been made towards the cost of their maintenance 
during the period of occupational training at the Alton Cripples’ College.

8. R. and M. Age 54 and 3. Father away at sea. Mother with advanced 
tuberculosis. The health authority had no scheme, under which children, 
examined as “‘contacts”’ of an advanced case of tuberculosis in their homes, 
may be got away for a time, and thus removed from the risk of infection. 
The Association contributed towards the cost of boarding the children 
away from home until the father’s return, when other arrangements could 
be made. 


9. H. Age 22. Salesman, previously theatre call-boy. Discharged from 
sanatorium as fit for light work. Through the local care committee, a loan 
was made towards the deposit for a ‘“‘book”’ as Insurance Agent, an employ- 
ment which met with the full approval of the doctor, and offered good 
prospects. 


10. S. Age 30. Ex-miner; had had a leg amputated, owing to tuberculosis. 
Grant was made towards the cost of artificial leg, by which means he has 
been enabled to obtain work and again become self-supporting. 


FIFTEENTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The Fifteenth Annual Conference at Newcastle, October 
10-12, 1929, was one of the most successful in the Association’s 
history. The Rt. Hon. the Lord Mayor of Newcastle (Councillor 
Sir Arthur W. Lambert, M.C.), welcomed the delegates to the 
City and Sir Robert Philip took the place of Sir Arthur Stanley, 
the Chairman of Council of the Association, who was unable to 
be present. 


On the first day, Dr. Henry A. Mess, Director of the Tyneside 
Council of Social Service, read an account of an illuminating 
survey which, under the authority of the Social Service Council, 
he had made during three years of social and industrial conditions 
in the area. The important bearing upon tuberculosis of the 
results of the survey was clear, and the paper aroused the greatest 
interest. Believing that a further inquiry into the conditions 
present from the more strictly medical standpoint would be of 
the highest value, the Council have decided to appoint a special 
Commissioner who will conduct investigations in this area and 
whose conclusions will be made public in due course. 


A prominent feature of the Conference was a discussion of 
factors that produce adult pulmonary tuberculosis which was 
led by Dr. Edouard Rist, of the Hospital Laennec, Paris, in a 
paper in English, which greatly impressed the Conference. 


II 


On the second day, the experiment was made of dividing the 
Conference into professional and lay sections. 


The education of undergraduates and tuberculosis officers 
was discussed and the National Association’s scheme of propa- 
ganda was explained by the Medical Commissioners. 


The Dean of the Edinburgh Dental School (Dr. Guy) read an 
exhaustive paper on the relationship of dentistry to tuberculosis. 


On the evening of the first day, members of the Conference 
attended a delightful reception given by the Lord Mayor. An 
admirable forethought had provided pipers, a concession 
to their tastes which delegates from Scotland enjoyed very 
greatly. 


On the third day of the Conference, by courtesy of the Cor- 
poration of Newcastle, visits were paid by the delegates to the 
Tuberculosis Wards of the City Hospital, Walker Gate and the 
Sanatorium at Barrasford, and also the Children’s Sanatorium at 
Stannington. 

An interesting excursion was made to the Roman Wall along a 
portion of which the party was conducted by Mr. Parker Brewis, 
the antiquarian authority. 


The Council express their grateful thanks to the Mayor and 
Corporation of Newcastle and to the Medical Officer of Health, 
Dr. Kerr, for the great efforts that were made to render the visits 
of the delegates enjoyable. 


SIXTEENTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The Sixteenth Annual Conference will be held on July 3, 
4 and 5, 1930, in the Great Hall, British Medical Association 
House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1., which will be opened 
by the Minister of Health.

BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY 


In accordance with the fresh policy, stated in last year’s Report, _ 
Burrow Hill was re-opened in April, 1929, for the admission of 
tuberculous youths from 14 to 19 years. 


It is rather early to express an opinion whether this interesting 
experiment has been justified. The scheme has only been working 
for a year, and also the maximum number of patients has not yet 
been reached. Admissions are steadily increasing. When the 
Sanatorium Colony gets more widely known amongst Health 
Authorities, a detailed report will be submitted. 


Dr. Macpherson, the Medical Superintendent has written an 
account of the first nine months’ work, which will be found on 
p. 44, Appendix V. 

As general education forms an important part in the training, 
official recognition of the school has been granted by the Board 
of Education. Periodic visits are paid by their Medical Inspectors. 
The clerical work is supervised by the Surrey Educational Com- 
mittee, and the gardening course by the Surrey Agricultural 
Department. Encouraging reports from these three bodies have 
been received from time to time, to the effect that the work is 
being satisfactorily done. 


It must be realised that in some cases the boys’ education has 
been unavoidably delayed on account of tuberculosis. These 
boys are therefore rather handicapped. In the circumstances 
they are given individual tuition. As their health improves, 
greater aptitude for training is noticed. Others, on entrance are 
up to standard, and are fit to take up one or other of the two cour- 
ses: Gardening or Clerical Work. 

The Association is fortunate in having found a competent 
Schoolmaster who has thrown himself into the work with much 
enthusiasm. 

It may be of interest to indicate how the day is planned from 
the time of rising until bed time. The following tables show that 
the day is suitably divided between work and play:—

APPENDIX II 
SYNOPSIS OF FILMS 


HIRE OF CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 


Descriptions of the cinematograph films which the Association lends out for 
hire are given below. They are all composed of non-inflammable material and 
are of the size of the usual standard projector (32 mm.). This library of films 
is being extended from time to time. 


In view of the increasingly general use of smaller projectors taking half- 
size films (16 mm.) the Association is prepared, if asked, to have copies of the 
films made to be used with these machines. 


“AIR AND SUN” 


The Common Sun, the Air, the Skies 
To them are opening Paradise.” (Gray) 


The subject of this short but picturesque film is the benefit to be derived 
from air and sun, not only as a means of special treatment for the diseased, 
but generally in strengthening and hardening the delicate and weakly, by a 
return for the time to the natural life, which, owing to the restrictions of 
modern conditions, we have too largely lost. 


The scenes are chiefly laid in Switzerland, which is shown not only as a land 
of winter, but as a land of the sun and of summer beauty. Similar methods 
are being followed in our own country, but need wider application. 


The film touches on adults, but deals chiefly with children, who have the 
greatest claim on our protective care. It shows that in the case of delicate 
children their school life need not be interrupted, but that training of the 
mind and body can go hand in hand. Nature herself, too, will be an object 
lesson which must insensibly expand and improve the mind. 


The early pictures show the invalid at rest under different conditions in the 
open, but with returning strength active pursuits, work, and sport take their 
place. We follow the children in their country rambles, at their games, their 
work in the field and garden, and at their picnic meals. We see them also 
earnestly at their lessons in open-air schools. One cannot but be struck by 
their joy and interest in all they do, and by the activity and swing of all their 
movements. Fatigue seems unknown. 


The life described is spent with the skin bare, and we see them hardening 
and bronzing till they brave the depths of winter without clothing, amid ice 
and snow, skating, ski-ing and toboganning. 


A delightful film of mountains and flowers and vast sunlit spaces, which is 
much enjoyed, especially by children.

“STITCH IN TIME” 
(This is an attractive film with a strong human interest portraying the 
application of the dispensary system in a working-class neighbourhood, and a 
regeneration of the home, when the meaning of tuberculosis becomes clear.) 


The heroine of the story, Jane Shore, lives in an unclean, badly ventilated 
home. Her father and mother are well-meaning but disheartened. There is 
also an old grandmother, who has a chronic cough, the cause of which is not 
suspected. 


One day Jane goes to the dairy to get some milk. On the way home she is 
jostled by some rough boys and cuts her finger upon the broken milk jug. A 
romantic rescue by a boy scout follows, and Jane is taken to his mother’s. 
house to have her cut finger dressed. She is amazed at the cleanliness and the 
airy rooms of the house in which she finds herself, and contrasts it wistfully 
with her own mean bedroom. The seeds of dissatisfaction with unhealthy 
surroundings are thus sown in her mind. 


Later on Jane develops a lump in her neck which the old grandmother rubs 
assiduously with oil. A health visitor happens to be in the house, examining 
the baby, and upon her advice Jane is taken to the tuberculosis dispensary.. 
A consultation with the doctor follows and it is decided that the lump in Jane’s 
neck is in reality an enlarged tuberculous gland. The tuberculosis officer 
searches for the cause of infection. He visits the home of the Shores and his 
eye lights upon the old lady with her chronic cough. A specimen of her spit 
is examined under the microscope, and the true nature of the cough is revealed 
in chronic tuberculosis of the lung. As she has been sleeping in the same bed 
as Jane it is clear from where the infection has come. 


Jane goes to a sanatorium and afterwards to the open-air school, which is 
pictured in detail as a delightful chalet in the middle of a garden of flowers, 
where the children pass their time in healthy surroundings. 


In the meantime, with the assistance of the Tuberculosis Care Committee, 
the home of the Shores is cleansed and decorated, and when Jane returns 
cured, from the sanatorium, her heart is glad to see that her own home has 
come nearer to the ideal which she had always pictured. 


But the boy scout is not forgotten. He haunts the scene, and the last scene 
shows the beginning of a renewed appreciation of the charms of Jane Shore. 


The conquest of tuberculosis has brought happiness as well.

“THE PRODUCTION OF CERTIFIED MILK” 
The methods in use at the Experimental Dairy Farm, Gracemount, under 
the direction of the Royal Victoria Hospital Tuberculosis Trust for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis 


“Certified Milk,” 7.c., the highest grade of milk, tubercle-free, must be 


produced from cows which have passed the Tuberculin test and veterinary 
examination. 


Carriage extra. 
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The whole herd must be submitted to the tuberculin test at intervals of six 
months, and to veterinary examination not less than three times every year. 


Every animal added to the herd must be tested immediately before admission. 


The milk must be bottled on the farm and be delivered, bottled, to the 
consumer. 


Certified milk must not at any time contain more than 30,000 organisms per 
c.c. or any coliform organisms in O°I c.c. 


It should contain not less than 3-5 per cent. of butter fat. 
Certified milk must not at any time during production be treated by heat. 


In order to produce certified milk it is essential that the herd should lie under 
sound physiological conditions. 


Accordingly, it is the practice of Gracemount Farm to have the cows outside 
daily, even during the winter months, as much as is feasible. 


The cowshed is large; and perfect lighting, aeration, and cleanliness are 
ensured. 


The cows are groomed regularly, and their hindquarters, tails and udders 
frequently clipped. 


To prevent contamination during the process of milking, considerable care 
is exercised in the toilet of the cow. 


The ever-restless tail is tied to the leg; and the flanks and udder are washed 
and dried by the herdsman. 


The washing and drying of the udder is repeated by the milker, who pays 
more particular attention to the teats. 


The milker’s hands having been washed, the milking begins. 


A special type of pail is used, closed at the top with an opening at the side, 
thus effectually preventing debris from falling into the milk. 


The dry method of milking is adopted, no lubricant of any kind being used 
on the hands. 


The first or fore-milk is discarded, as it is poor in quality and contains a 
large number of bacteria. 


On completion, the milk of each cow is weighed and recorded. 


It is then poured through a removable, sterilised chute into a sterilised 
tank inside the dairy. 


Here the milk from several cows is mixed automatically, thereby ensuring 
a uniform product. 


From the tank the milk gravitates over a sterilised cooling apparatus, through 
which there is a circulation of cold water. 
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This cools the milk quickly from approximately 100°F. to 50°F., thus further 
limiting risk of bacterial growth. 


Thence the milk passes into a simple, sterilised botting apparatus, arranged 
on a syphon principle, and thereafter into sterilised bottles, which are im- 
mediately sealed and capped. 


The caps are wired on by machine so that the milk cannot be tampered with 
until it reaches the consumer. Each bottle then has the date stamped on it 
and is ready for immediate delivery. 


Returned empty bottles are first cleansed by steeping in hot water and soda. 


They are then separately brushed, outside and inside, by means of an 
electrically-driven brushing machine with a continuous flow of hot water. 


Thereafter they are treated by means of an automatic hot spray. Finally, 
they are subjected to steam sterilisation under pressure for twenty minutes. 


Bottling apparatus, overalls, tanks, milk-pails, stools, and all removable 
equipment in the dairy are sterilised after each milking. 


An excellent film for gatherings in rural areas or for demonstrating correct 
methods to farm workers. It is much sought after by those who are trying 
to extend the use of graded milk in towns.

“HOW TUBERCULOSIS IS CAUSED” 
This is a scientific film, suitable for nurses, probationers, and health visitors. 


There are numerous explanatory labels on the film and many of the features 
are made clear by a pointer. The film, however, is one which would form a 
good basis for an accompanying lecture. 


The first picture shows, highly magnified in the phlegm, the rod-shaped 
microbe, the Tubercle Bacillus, which is the cause of the disease. 


The bacillus is non-mobile, and is contrasted with the trypanosome, to which 
Sleeping Sickness is due, and which is shown in active movement in the blood. 


The effects of the bacillus on the lung are shown by means of the diseased 
lung (contrasted with a healthy one) of a guinea-pig. 


X-ray pictures of the living chest follow, showing the transparent healthy 
lung, the movements of the heart and of the diaphragm, followed again by 
similar pictures of the human lung, healthy and tuberculous. 


Films of miliary tubercle in the lung and of more advanced and destructive 
disease, with cavities, are next presented. 
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But victory is not on the side of the invaders, and the film goes on to deal 
with the means of defence which the body puts into action against the invading 
bacilli, and by which they can be overcome. The defence is the work of 
special cells, among which are the white cells of the blood (leucocytes). 


The circulation (highly magnified) of the cells of the blood in the vessels 
is shown and the movements of the heart together with the action of the 
leucocytes in dealing with invaders. The property of phagocytosis, by which 
the white cells surround and absorb the bacilli is illustrated in a graphic 
manner. 


Giant cells are shown, and the fibrous capsule, formed from the massed 
cells, which walls off the area of disease and prevents its spread.

“DELAY IS DANGEROUS” 


John Dorsay, a business man of 35, has felt out of sorts for some weeks. 
His ordinary office work tires him unduly and when he reaches home he is 
disinclined to play with his children and only wishes to be left alone and rest. 
His wife tries to tempt him to eat, but with little success. 


One afternoon she takes him for a drive. By the wayside he sees a large poster 
of the National Tuberculosis Association on which is printed the early symp- 
toms of tuberculosis. He reads it and feels that it may apply to his case. He 
tells his wife, who is horrified at the thought but wisely insists that he must 
put his fears at rest by taking his doctor’s advice. Next morning he goes to 
his doctor and is thoroughly examined, and in a few days’ time, when the X- 
ray reports have been received and his whole examination completed, he is 
informed that he has tuberculosis of the lungs. 


He demurs at the advice that he should go to a sanatorium, and raises 
business difficulties. His doctor and his wife overcome his objections, and 
without any real delay he enters a sanatorium. After a period of treatment he 
is told by the doctor at the Institution that his disease is quiescent and that, 
provided he carries out instructions and lives in a sensible way for the next few 
years, he need not fear any return of his illness, fortunately, as he had come 
under treatment at an early stage. 


The end of the picture shows a happy reunion with his family. 


The purpose of this film is to press home the importance of early treatment 
and the hopefulness of tuberculosis when this is carried out.

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“A DAY IN A SANATORIUM” 
(Brompton Hospital Sanatorium, Frimley) 


The word “‘Sanatorium” is but too well known to thousands in this country; 
but only the few have any idea how the day is spent. 


Unfounded conceptions have arisen which do harm. By some a sanatorium 
is considered a gloomy place full of bed-ridden invalids; by others, a palace of 
ease and luxury where any benefit to health is more than counterbalanced by 
damage to character. 


It is to dispel this ignorance that this bright and attractive film has been 
taken, with the intention of showing patients that the life may be an active 
happy road to health, and of interesting their families by making them under- 
stand what is happening to their relatives under treatment. 


The inner meaning of what is seen is carefully explained by descriptive text 
interspersed between the pictures. But though the titles explain themselves, 
they will make excellent texts for a lecturer to enforce and expand, as the 
film goes on. 


The early scenes show the ground and the exterior of the sanatorium, which is 
a pleasing building placed among charming wooded surroundings with 
beautiful views. 


After a few short titles giving the essentials of treatment, the day begins, 
and the life of the sanatorium is taken, hour by hour, showing what is doing 
in the various parts. 


Those who are fit rise at 6.45 and bed making is followed by breakfast. 
Vegetables are prepared for dinner and then exercise starts for those who are fit. 


Dinner is followed by rest, after which walking is resumed, or for those on 
the road to recovery, graduated labour. 


The tests governing this system are explained and then follow scenes showing 
the varied grades of graduated labour, starting with light garden work, then 
rolling and mowing, then general work on the land, passing on finally to the 
heaviest work, tree-felling. 


A pig farm is run by the patients. Further examples follow the results of 
useful work done by the patients in a large greenhouse built by them and a 
reservoir holding 500,000 gallons which patients excavated and constructed. 


Women patients are shown doing similar but lighter work. 


The recreation room, the reading room, and library (with view into Dutch 
garden), and the concert hall, are shown, also games of croquet, clock-golf 
and bowls, and a group of girls at a piano. 


The final scenes are those of visiting days and holidays, e.g., a tea party on a 
bank holiday, and last, a farewell scene of patients leaving at the end of the 
treatment. 

The film is 1,450 ft. long and is divided at a convenient place into two 
portions.

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“THE STORY OF JOHN M’NEIL” 
(The Eradication of Tuberculosis on the Edinburgh System) 


The story opens in a dark, ill-ventilated tenement where the death-rate 
from tuberculosis is highest. Here a ‘‘Tuberculosis Nest’ is situated. Its 
inmates are John M’Neil, age 44, a compositor; his wife, Mrs. M’Neil, age 37; 
their daughter, Mary M’Neil, aged 17, a bookbinder; and their other two 
children, Angus and Flora, aged 12 and 10. Mrs. M’Neil is in an advanced 
stage of tuberculosis, infecting the others and treating herself with a quack 
medicine. Her daughter Mary knows better. She goes to The Royal Victoria 
Dispensary for the Prevention of Consumption, where she is examined and 
early disease which may be suitably treated at the dispensary, is diagnosed. 


From the dispensary a nurse visits the infected home, finds Mrs. M’Neil in 
bed, and sets about correcting the conditions. Later the dispensary doctor 
holds a “‘March Past” of the other members of the family, and finds Mrs. 
M’Neil to be gravely ill, beyond hope of recovery; John M’Neil to have 
moderately advanced disease, requiring sanatorium treatment; and Agnes 
and Flora to be “‘tuberculous seedlings” for whom life at an open-air school is 
essential. 


On these lines the dispensary doctor undertakes a direct and thorough-going 
attack on the disease. Mrs. M’Neil is removed to the city hospital for advanced 
cases, where her symptoms are relieved and her life is brightened in the 
tuberculosis wards, and in the open-air shelters. The Medical Officer of 
Health meantime carries out disinfection of the home. 


Angus and Flora are admitted to the open-air school, and John M’Neil 
to a sanatorium (The Royal Victoria Hospital). Here he passes through the 
various stages of treatment—rest in bed; graduated walking and postural 
exercises; tuberculin treatment; graduated activity—grade A, raking, grade B, 
emptying garden boxes, grade C, cutting grass, and grade D road-making. 


As John M’Neil’s case requires more prolonged treatment to ensure a 
permanent cure, he is transferred to The Royal Victoria Farm Colony, where 
he is taken in hand for a year. He learns various departments of farm work, 
such as growing flowers for market, rearing pigs, feeding poultry, etc. 


On returning home cured, he is offered through the colony doctor employ- 
ment on a farm, and is soon at his new employment. The story closes with 
John M’Neil entering his fresh home, where he is joined by his children, now 
restored to health. 


This film is probably the earliest ever taken in this country on tuberculosis, 
and although in photographic technique it has been surpassed by other films, 
it still shows in a manner not excelled, the beneficial effect which the dispensary 
system should work in every infected household.

BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY, FRIMLEY 
(Report of the Resident Medical Superintendent) 


I have pleasure in submitting the Annual Report of Burrow Hill Sanatorium 
Colony for the year 1929. 


The period under review is a notable year in the history of the Colony owing 
to the inauguration of the new scheme for the treatment and technical educa- 
tion of tuberculous youths. The Colony, which was closed for re-organisation 
in November, 1928, opened under new conditions in April, 1929. On April 
15, the institution was ready for the reception of patients, and this date, there- 
fore, marks the commencement of a new and interesting phase in the 
development of the Colony. With two patients in residence the new scheme 
for tuberculous youths made an unobstrusive debut. 


During the remainder of the year, 59 patients were admitted. Of these, 13 
had to be discharged on account of physical or temperamental unsuitability, 
leaving 46 in residence at the close of the year. Considering that the venture 
is entirely new and that any new departure in institutional work is usually slow 
to find adherents, the number of patients admitted during these first nine 
months is satisfactory. The number discharged may seem relatively high. 
But, again, the proportion of discharges is not really excessive when one recalls 
the difficulty of making a selection of cases for Colony treatment. In our 
present experiment this difficulty of selection is accentuated for several reasons. 
A consideration of these is postponed till a later report when it will be possible 
to review the working of the scheme over the period of a complete year. 


Of the patients admitted during the year, 49 were pulmonary cases and 10 
were non-pulmonary cases. It will be seen, therefore, that the inclusion of 
the latter group has been justified. The extension of the Colony facilities to 
this group undoubtedly widens the scope of our experiment, and should also 
add to its value as an opportunity for the study of tuberculosis in adolescence. 


Of the patients admitted during the year, 34 were entered for the Garden 
Course and 25 for the Clerical Course. It has been found most helpful to have 
two such sharply contrasted forms of activity. This choice of occupation not 
only provides for the needs of pulmonary and non-pulmonary subjects, but 
also permits consideration of a lad’s inclinations and aptitude. 


The figures quoted above for the Garden and Clerical Courses include a 
certain number of lads who cannot be regarded as likely to complete their 
training successfully owing to the handicap of disease. These patients are 
given work according to their limited capacity, and may more properly be 
regarded as sanatorium cases. Patients in this class are retained only with 
the sanction of the local authority concerned, so long as they continue to derive 
benefit from their stay. 
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A pleasing feature of our new work has been the physical improvement of 
the great majority of the boys. In some instances this has been most striking, 
and has been the subject of grateful comment on the part of parents. 


Educational work at the Colony has made satisfactory start, which has re- 
ceived the approval and encouragement of Inspectors. The provision of general 
education for all the boys has been amply justified. It has been found to be 
most necessary for those who had lost schooling through illness, and apart 
from this it has been educative in a wider sense and has been valuable in 
providing the boys with healthy and constructive interests. 


Life at the Colony is a very happy time for the lads, as is plainly evident by 
their bearing and the reluctance to leave of those who have been unable to 
continue their training. Visitors to the Colony have been greatly struck by 
its atmosphere of cheerful activity and the general air of well-being and happi- 
ness exhibited by the patients. 


At this stage it is not desirable to enter upon a more detailed discussion of 
the scheme and its possibilities. This can be more satisfactorily undertaken 
when a greater number of patients have passed through our hands. Meantime, 
having regard to the short time which has elapsed since re-opening, we are 
thoroughly satisfied with our present achievement and look forward with 
confidence to the future of our Colony.

Note: Of the positive cases, five have a family history of tuberculosis. 
Of the negative cases, fifteen have a family history of tuberculosis. 
Of the non-pulmonary cases, three have a family history of tuberculosis. 


The question of the future employment of these boys has been discussed 
with the different authorities who send them. Itis satisfactory to report that 
the London County Council have selected a certain number from their 
patients undergoing treatment at Burrow Hill for future employment in the 
Parks under the control of the L.C.C. These particular boys will be retained 
for another year for further study in Gardening.
